Some years since the Memoirs of the Wifé 
of Colonel Hutchinson attracted great and de- 
served notice, from their delineation of a true 
— matroa—a fine compound of dignity 
and feeling;—the high manners of a woman of 
condition, softened by the faithful fondness of 
the attached wife. 

We now present our readers with a portrait 
of a matron of the same anxious period, a wife 
and mother, exhibiting the same steadiness un- 
der the same severity of trial, and, to the last, 

rsevering in the same round of secred and 
cre virtues. Yet a distinction must be 
drawn between the characters of those two ad- 
mirable women. Mrs. Hutchinson, the wife of 
& republican, was stamped with something of 
the sternness of re jcaniom conpected as 
_—_ was with religious formality. Her no- 
her principles; and the habit of seeing the fie 
exeesses of revolutionary justice, undoubtedly 
tended to give a masculine rigour to her cha- 
racter. 

Lady Fanshawe is a striking, and, we thipk, 


a highly attractive, contrast to this shape of 


wning virtue. She was a royalist, the 
wife of a royalist, in frequent and close inter- 
course with the unfortunate family of the King, 
whether on the throne, or in exile, whether 
struggling with the iron factions of the Com- 
monwealth, or wasting away life among stran- 
gers, in the scorns and shames that make the 
sufferings of the great worse than the worst pri- 
vations of the obscure. 

The husband of Lady Fanshawe was a man 
of old English descent, fifth son of Sir Henry 
Fanshawe of Ware Park, in Hertfordshire. 
was a student of Jesus College, Cambridge, 
and entered of the Inner Temple in 1626, But 
disliking the study of the law, which he had 
adopted only in compliance with his mother's 
wishes, he, on her death, went to travel, appa- 
rently for the purpose of acquiring a knowledge 
of foreign languages, and fitting hin 
ap rd employment. He succeeded in both: 
for in 1680, he wae appointed Secretary to the 
Spanish embassy, from his acquaintance with 
the country; an acquaintance which certainly 
ought to have brought him something, for its 
acquisition had cost him almost the whole of 
what he was worth in the world, £50 4 year, 
and £1500. In Spain he remained seven years, 
then returned aad Rngined about London in ex- 
pectation of office. 

But an event was soon to occur, which ex- 
tinguished all minor hopes and fears, in the 
mightier misery of the nation. The civil war 
broke out; the King summoned hie friends to 
Oxford; there Fanshawe accompanied him, 
and there commenced that series of troubles 
and dengers, which involved him, and all the 
great and brave of England, fora long succes- 
sion of melancholy years. 

Yet there he met with what seemed sent as 
en express consolation and support under his 
Sw er azards, and what unquestionably assist- 

» cheered, and protected him, in an extraor- 
dimary degree, through the most eventful 
scenes of his existence. Ann, the eldest daugh- 
ter of Sir John Harrison, a fervent loyalist, 
had attended her father to the Court of Oxford 
There was some connexion between the fami- 
lies; and in 1644, Fanshawe married his young 
relative, then in her twentieth year, he being 
thirty-six. He was Secretary at War to the 
Prince; but the emoluments of office were vot 
among the temptations to the match; for the 
whole capital of the Secretary was but twenty

The prince with whom remained the princi- 
pal retainers of the Royal family, having fled 
| from the general ruin of the King’s fortunes in 
| 1646, embarked for the Isles Seilly. Fan- 
| ehawe followed him, and we may judge of the 
| miseries of the humbler ranks, when the hard- 
ships of the Court were such as these:— 








“We having put all our present estate into 
two trunks, and carried them aboard with us ia 
| a ship commanded by Sir Nicholas Crispe, 
whose skill and honesty the master and seamen 
| had no opinion of, my husband was forced to 
appease their mutiny which his miecerriage 
caused; and taking out money to pay the sea- 
mon, that might following, they ioe open one 
of our trunks, and took out a bag of £60, and 
a quantity of gold lace, with our best clothes 
and linen, with all my combs, gloves, and rib- 
bons, which amounted to near £500 more.— 
The next day after having been pillaged, and 
extremely sick and big with child, | wae sent 
on shore almost dead in the Island of Scilly; 
when we had got to our quarters near the Cas- 
tle where the Prince lay, | went immediately 
to bed, which was so vile, that my footman ever 
lay ina better, and we had but three in the 
whole house, which consisted of four rooms, or 
rather partitions, two low roome, and two little 
jofts, with a ladder to go up: in one of these 
they kept dried fish, which wae his trade, and 
im thie my husband's two clerks lay, one there 
wes for my sister, and one for myself, and one 
amongst the rest of the servants: but when I 
waked in the morning, | was so cold i knew 
not what to do, but the daylight discovered that 
my bed was near swimming with the sea, which 
the owner told us afterwards it never did so 
but at spring tide.

Yet all this was the hourly experience of the 
British Islands, scarcely more than a century 
anda half ago. This unhappy family of fugi- 
tives, glad to escape with their lives, now bent 
their course ucross the desolated country to 
Galway, the chief port of the weat of Ireland.

gloves, which come almost to the elbows; and 
of a leathern jacket ae with a breast 
plate, which is so ot and padded that « 
sword cannot penetrate it. This descends be- 
lew the hips, and guards every vite! part of the 
body. Nothing but the face ws thus exposed, as 
if this were the only part of the person worthy 
of being ornamented with scars. At this they 
aim all their blows, ag it is considered unworthy 
of a Bursch to strike at the lege of his opponent. 
The seconds are arrayed in the same costume 
as the combatants. T place themselves on 
each side of their friends with drawn swords, 
and ward off those blows which defy the skill of 
the principals. Although not in the thickest of 
the affray, they not unfrequently receive wounds 
themselves. 

A duelling code is established here, by which 
all the students are governed. 1 have not yet 
been able to procure it, but have been informed 
of some of the laws. From them, as well as 
from descriptions of such scenes from eye wit- 
nesses, | shall be able te give you an of 
such a combat. If the offence is trifling, the 
strike a certain number of blows, I think it 
twelve, and if po blood flow, they shake hands 
and separate. If the offence is of greater mag- 
nitude, they continue fighting until one of them 
is wounded, or until they have struck twelve 
times twelve. During a contest, which re- 
sults from an equality of skill on the part of the 
combatants, they occasionally stop to recover 
their breath, and after a few minutes respite, 
they commence again with new ardor, continu- 
ing their strife in some instances half an hour, 
before either of the parties is wounded. When- 
ever blood is visible, the um immediately 
orders a suspension of arms. surgeon then 
examines the wound. If it is two inches in 
length, and opens of itself one-fourth of an inch, 
the duel ceases; as a wound of these dimensions 
is conmdered ample satisfaction for any offence 
that can be atoned for by the sword. par- 
ties then become friends, the grasp of the hand 
being the sign of reconciliation; and leaving the 
wounded student with the surgeon, they re 
to town, provided as is usually the case, the duel 
is fought a little distance from it. 
Many of the students here are horribly hack- 
ed, and not a small number of them on 
their faces the scars of many a duel. It net un- 
frequently happens that these wounds transform 
a very fine face almost into deformity. Instan- 
ces have occurred where both eyes have been 
put out by a too well directed blow; in others, the 
nose* has been cut off, or the jaw has been so 
wounded as never to recover from it. Within a 
short time, one of the students has Jost his nose; 
another an eye; while others have been so hack- 
ed asto be disfigured for life. They seem as 
proud of these scars as an old Reman werrior, 
apparently believing that their reputation for 
courage will be in proportion to their number 
and size. I have-been informed by those who 
have every opportunity to form a correct esti- 
mate, that more than two hundred of these 
duels have been fought here during the present 
term. Among the students, | have two ac- 
quaintances, one of whom during thie period has 
fought seven, and the other six times. These 
are not very rare instances. It is currently re- 
ported that ancther has sent and received sigh- 
teen challenges, which are to be cancelled by as 
many duels the approaching semster or term. 
The thirst for acquiring dwtinction, by fixht- 
ing, and by getting into rews with the police, 
with the Philistines, and with each other, at- 
tracts many young men to these universities, who 
reside here for no other object than to their 
time as pleasantly as possible, with the intention 
of leaving behind them the brilliant reputation 
of a genuine Bursch. While here, their hours 
are passed in fencing, riding, smoking, drinking 
beer, and fighting; and in all these a fish
